Figures For Brainerd Ranger Dis­ 
trict Show 34.983 Acres 
Burnt Over 


$115,400 ESTIMATED DAMAGE 


Carelessness Plays Major Part in 
Causing Fires, Cigarette Stubs 
Start 18 
The Brainerd Ranger District No. 
4 handled 115 forest tires during the 
year 1925, according to figures com­ 
piled by J. C. Gannaway, assistant 
forest ranger in Brainerd. The acre­ 
age burnt over in these tires is esti­ 
mated at 3 4,983. 
These 
tires 
were 
mostly 
spring 
fires, and did an estimated damage 
of $115,400. 
A favorable and wet 
fall was responsible for the low num ­ 
ber of tires during the fall of the 
year. 
The greatest cause of the fires was 
late burning of meadows. 
3G of the 
tires were started from this cause. 
18 
started 
from 
cigarettes 
and 
matches thrown along the road by 
passersby. 
13 were started in land 
clearing 
operations. 
The 
railroad 
trains were responsible in 14 cases, 
while ll had their inception from 
the burning of slash and brush after 
logging work. Fishermen and camp­ 
ers are accountable for four, while 
eleven were caused in unknown m an­ 
ner.

all of the conflagrations could have 
been avoided by a little care exercis­ 
ed by those who handle matches or 
burn meadows and lands. 
Much can 
be eliminated by early spring burn­ 
ing. or burning late In the even­ 
ings. 
Peat fires gave little trouble this 
year because of the wet season. 
The 
largest fire in the district was south 
of Motley in the Scandia valley, Mor­ 
rison county. 
This was a meadow 
fire doing damage to 2,680 acres. 
In all during the year 636 men 
were employed for fire fighting duty.

A s a t i s f y i n g , plain kind o f a luncheon such as the Chamber 
of Commerce put on last night at (he rooms of the organization 
served to bring out the largest evening attendance of farmers 
and dairymen. It gave the Minnesota State Dairymen’s Associa­ 
tion an idea and that is that such luncheons put on at the noon 
hour will serve to attract the farmers and enable them to spend 
more time at the convention. 
You have often visited out in the country or attended a day 
time farm bureau meeting. 
Did you ever think of leaving at the 
noon hour, driving 3 5 or 20 miles to your home for dinner and 
then returning to the bureau meeting? 
No, you stayed over for 
dinner. 
The luncheon last night had no frills on it, and farmers and 
their wives enjoyed it to the utmost. There was no need to dress 
up in Sunday clothes for the occasion. 
There was no so-called 
style about the whole affair. 
It was a plain, honest to goodness 
community gathering. 
The next time we put on a program for the farmers let’s 
have a noonday lunch for them at the Chamber and an evening 
one too. It tends to create good feeling. It cements oui’ pleasant 
relations ruling .between town and countryside. 
Is the farmer trade a valuable one? 
Here is what the 1,500 programs issued for the Minnesota 
State Dairymen’s Association told them about Brainerd and Crow 
Wing county: 
“Brainerd, through its Chamber of Commerce/Lions and Ro­ 
tary clubs, Business Men’s Association and other civic organiza­ 
tions, has always taken a deep interest in agriculture and especi­ 
ally dairying. 
Fifty per cent of the business of Brainerd mer­ 
chants is with the farmers. The Chamber of Commerce instituted 
Che movement.to improve dairy herds in the county by introduc­ 
ing 25 pure bred sires. 
The city was one of the first to adopt a 
Minnesota standard milk ordinance. Friendship among the farm­ 
ers is fostered by the clubs exchanging visits. 
“The Lions club fostered the extension of alfalfa culture, put­ 
ting on a prize contest in which 63 boys and girls entered. 
In 
the last four years the crop has grown from 40 acres to 4,000 
acres. There are two prosperous creameries in Brainerd. 
“Crow Wing county, of which Brainerd is the county seat, is 
situated near the center of the state. 
It is diversified in appear­ 
ance and crops. 
Part of the county is morainic, other sections 
gently undulating and the balance Hat. 
“Hay, oats, rye, corn, wheat and potatoes are the principal 
crops raised. 
Dairying is the principal source of the fanners’ 
revenue. 
Cows of the county number 13,536, valued at $650,000. 
There are seven creameries in the county, two iii Brainerd, 'md 
one each in Crosby, Fort Ripley, Pequot, Gull lake and Jenkir-.! 
Total output of dairy products is well over a million dollars an­ 
nually.’’ 
Morrison county, of which Senator C. Rosenmeier of Little 
Falls, also spoke, has about three times the output of Crow Wing 
county’s creameries. 
The field there is longer established. 
It 
shows that dairying can he made the foundation of any community 
.and a source of continuing and growing prosperity. 
As poetically stated by President L. Jensen of (he Minnesota 
State Dairymen’s Association, the only strains which can com­ 
pare in sweetness and purity with those shooting into the milk 
pail of the farmer or dairyman, are the street strains of music 
produced by the Brainerd high school orchestra.
